‘Even when books in a church library 
re only monologues, it is the business 
f the church library to turn them into 
ialogues by fostering discussion about 
he books.” 

Dr. Hall’s topic was “The Role of 
he Church Library in Young People’s 
uest for Truth.” Dr. Hall emphasized 
hat books for young people must deal 
ith life situations which are meaning- 
ul to them, and that these books need 
ot be “written down” for young people. 
hey are willing to dig deeply into the 
ost difficult books, if only the books 
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have something to say to them about their 
own life problems. 

Developing his theme of a “dialogue 
between book and reader,” Dr. Hall 
pointed out that this is achieved when a 
book does not supply all the answers, 
but forces the reader to question his own 
pet ideas and thus arrive at a more mean- 
ingful understanding of the problem. This 
may at times result in turmoil within the 
reader, but without this probing of his 
innermost beliefs, his convictions are 
likely to remain shallow and superficial. 

“A church library has not fulfilled its 
function when it has made good books 
available to the parish. To be worthy of 
the name, a church library must foster 
discussion of ideas and a questing for 
the truth, which can be found in the 
end only in the Word of God itself,” con- 
cluded Dr. Hall.

It is a known fact that all new mothers

Our library is truly a memorial library 
.() with all the books and furnishings being 
| made possible through the gifts of our 
members and friends. Thrdugh the years 
a few books had been purchased by vari- 
ous groups within the church and kept 
in a bookcase in the corner of one of ‘the 
rooms. Many were desirous of a regular 
library room, but only through the con- 
struction of our new education wing and 
reconstruction of our church building was 


this made possible in 1958. The real im- 
petus to our library was a memorial fund 
by friends of Mrs. J. E. Norrgard for a 
Christian education library. As we were 
considering the concerns of adequately 
furnishing such a room, Mr. Wallace 
Milden and his mother offered a memorial 
gift for the furnishings in memory of his 
father. Thus on September 30, 1959, we 
dedicated our church library with 550 
books plus the section of Pastor T. A. 
Youngquist, D.D., that held 250 books. 

On our First Anniversary Open House 
September 25, 1960, we had grown to 
750 books, with our first year having a 
circulation of over 2,400. Now we have 
completed our second year and have 920 
books with the year’s circulation passing

the 3,000 mark. 

Books are not our only concern. We 
have one wall that is mounted with a 
6’x6’ peg board that we call our “Art 
Corner.” From the beginning we have 
tried to present good and unusual reli- 
gious art to our people. At our dedica- 
tion service we had an art exhibit loaned 
us by Miss Signe Larson. On our First 
Anniversary Open House we presented 
the traveling art exhibit of Lutheran 
Brotherhood, and this year at our Open 
House we presented an exhibit of un- 
usual and helpful religious art from the 
homes of the members of First Church. 
Each month we try to present a different 
religious picture on our Art Corner. This 
has created a great interest in art out- 
side the old masterpieces that we all 
know so well, and it also brings people 
into the library. 

On the wall across from the Art Corner 
is a large 4’x8’ bulletin board. Our pres- 
ent display was planned and carried out 
by the junior high class in Vacation 
Church School in August. During the 
school year we have our Wednesday 
Night Church School, when over a hun- 
dred 7th, 8th and 9th graders attend

If not, 
wfyou will surely want to watch this style

tive readers. 

| A wide variety of protective covers 
for book jackets are now available on 
8the market. The common ingredient to 
jthem all is the transparent sheet of 
iplastic which protects the paper jacket 
jand at the same time allows the book 
to retain its attractive jacket in a visible 
}form. But from this point on, the various 
icovers differ widely in durability, meth- 
bods of application, and in price. Since 
jthis article will not mention prices, li- 
brarians are urged to inquire of each 
icompany to get detailed descriptions ‘of 
covers and prices. 

| The largest assortment of types of cov- 
fers is offered by Bro-Dart Industries, 
(Newark 8, New Jersey. Nearly all of 
Bro-Dart’s covers include a paper backing 
which gives a cushion effect and af- 
fords extra protection.

Wisconsin, offers three types of book 
jacket covers. All three types are adjust- 
able to the extent that six sizes take care 
of all books up to 16 inches tall. One 
style features a paper backing which is 
perforated along one edge so that fitting 
to exact size of dust jacket is made easier. 
The other two styles are simple sheets of 
plastic with a single fold along the bot- 
tom edge. One is made of 1% mil Mylar, 
the other of 1 mil Mylar. Both have an 
anchoring tape to aid in folding to exact 
size. 

Gaylord Brothers of Syracuse, New 
York and Stockton, California, offers one 
type of cover, which comes in six sizes 
for all books up to 16 inches tall. The 
cover, made of 1% mil Mylar, has a paper 
backing and a single fold at the bottom 
edge. A specially designed “coverboard” 
is recommended for simplifying the oper- 
ation of inserting the dust jacket and 
folding the cover to fit. 

The Gilbert Manufacturing Company 
of Hialeah, Florida, makes a cover of 1% 
mil Mylar, backed with center-slit paper, 
and folded on both top and bottom edges. 
This cover comes in either exact sizes or 
in six adjustable sizes for all books up to 
16 inches tall. In applying the adjust- 
able style, one fold is undone and an- 
other fold made to get an exact fit. 

An entirely different kind of plastic 
cover is offered by Cowman Publications, 
Inc., Los Angeles 38, California. This 
is a very high quality, elastic vinyl plastic 
with the trademark name of Krene. It 
slips onto the book without removing the 
dust jacket, and may be used on books 
that do not have dust jackets. It comes 


-in exact sizes for every % inch from six 


inches to 12 inches. It does not require 
tapes for attaching to book. 

No matter what style of jacket you 
select for your books’ wardrobe, your 
library will take justifiable pride in of- 
fering books that are on “dress-parade.”

Victory of Minneapolis Sponsors ‘Lay 
School of Theology Reading Course’

For the past year at Victory Lutheran 
Church, Minneapolis, we have been spon- 
soring a planned program of reading for 
adults who wished to deepen and enrich 
their knowledge of Christ and His church. 
We call it “The Lay School of Theology 
Reading Course.” Although the term 
“school” is used and the books selected 
are definitely worthwhile and _ inspiring, 
they are not text books, but rather cur- 


rent publishings, very relevant to the ~ 


church and its life today, and written in 
a more or less informal style. 

The following are the areas and the 
books which we were able to work out 
with the resources available to us: 

BIBLICAL STUDIES: The Gospels in 
Modern English, Phillips; The Bible 
Speaks, Davidson; The Man Born to Be 
King, Sayers; The Broken Wall, Barth; 
The Meaning of Paul for Today, Dodd; 
Making Men Whole, Phillips. 

DOCTRINAL STUDIES: Christian 
Doctrine, Whale; Why I Am a Lutheran, 
Beck; Let God Be God, Watson; The 
Problem of Pain, Lewis; Miracles, Lewis; 
A Theology of the Laity, Kraemer. 

HISTORY: A Short History of Chris- 
tianity, Marty; Here I Stand, Bainton; 
The Young Church in Action, Phillips; 
The Meaning of Protestantism, Nichols; 
Our Neighbors’ Churches, Tappert. 

THE CHURCH: The Witnessing Com- 
munity, DeDietrich; Life Together, Bon- 
hoeffer; The Household of God, New- 
bigin; God’s Colony in Man’s World, 
Webber; The Face of My Parish, Allan; 
Only One Way Left, MacLeod; Light the 
Dark Streets, Myers; The Parish Comes 
Alive, Southcott. 
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PERSONAL GROWTH: The Waiting 
Father, Thielicke; The Heavenly Father, 


‘Thielicke; Faith at Work, Shoemaker; 


The Suffering Savior, Krummacher; On 
the Edge of the Primeval Forest, Schweit- 
zer; The Day Christ Died, Bishop; The 
Meaning of Prayer, Fosdick; Letters and 
Papers from Prison, Bonhoeffer. 

A good addition to this course would 
be Marvin Halvorson’s Handbook of 
Christian Theology, which presents in a 
very short and concise manner sixty or 
seventy basic theological concepts. 

We have found a responsive interest © 
to a planned reading course, and it has — 
furnished us the means to present the 
library and its service in a manner most 
acceptable and adaptable to program- 
ming for various church organizations. | 
Our greatest number of enrollees were 
secured from a church council meeting. | 

Twenty-seven persons have enrolled so 
far. Seven have received certificates of | 
recognition for fulfilling the requirements. 
These were awarded by Pastor Grimsrud 
at the September meeting of the Wom- 


en’s Guild, whose program emphasis was |f 


on parish education. 

The books are kept on a special re- 
serve shelf in the library. Some of the 
books we chose from our shelves. The 
new ones we purchased were for the | 
main part paperbacks, because they are 
convenient to carry in purse or pocket. 
We keep adding new books to the lists 
from time to time because some of our 
members read far beyond the required 
number. The minimum requirement is for 
two books from each area. They can be 
read in any sequence. The books are |
